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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed on 1 0/31/02 has been entered. Claim 2 has been cancelled 
and claim 25 has been added. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States 

(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States 
before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the 
treaty defined in section 351 (a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application 
published under section 1 22(b) only if the international application designating the United States was 
published under Article 21 (2)(a) of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United 
States for the purposes of this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351(a). 

3. Claims 1, 3-5 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Yamazaki US Patent No. 6,433,487. 

Yamazaki discloses (see figs. 1, 11 and 14, col. 16, lines 57-65 and col. 18, lines 
45-47) an organic EL device, comprising a thin film transistor (TFT) array substrate 
including a first insulating substrate, a TFT with a conductive interface pad 43 
connected thereto, and a capacitor 1401 formed on the first insulating substrate; and an 
organic EL substrate including a second insulating substrate (not shown), a transparent 



electrode 47, an organic EL layer 46 and a metal electrode 44, wherein the conductive 
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interface pad is directly connected to the metal electrode, wherein organic EL substrate 
further includes a protection film 48 (as in claim 3). 

As to claim 4, Yamazaki discloses (see col. 6, lines 56-64 and col. 8, lines 13-14) 
an oxinitride protection film 48. 

As to the protection film being formed by depositing SiNx and Si02, it refers to a 
process and "product by process" claims are directed to the product per se, no matter 
how actually made, In re Hirao, 190 USPQ 15 at 17 (footnote 3). See also In re Brown, 
173 USPQ 685 and In re Thorpe, 227 USPQ 964, 966. Therefore, the way the product 
was made does not carry any patentable weight as long as the claims are directed to a 
device. Further, note that the applicant has the burden of proof in such cases, as the 
above case law makes clear. Also see MPEP 21 13. 

As to claim 5, Yamazaki discloses in fig. 1 1 B a TFT array and an organic EL 
substrates sealed by UV curable agent 1 104. 

As to claim 12, Yamazaki discloses a transparent electrode, an organic EL layer 
and a metal electrode sequentially stacked on the second insulating layer. 
4. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kuribayashi et 
al. (JP 11-3048). 

Kuribayashi et al disclose in figs. 1-7 an organic EL device, comprising a 
thin film transistor (TFT) array substrate including a first insulating substrate, a TFT with 
a conductive interface pad 22 connected thereto, and a capacitor Cs formed on the first 
insulating substrate and a conductive pump pad 71 formed on the conductive interface 
pad; and an organic EL substrate including a second insulating substrate 61, a 
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transparent electrode 51, an organic EL layer 52 and a metal electrode 62, wherein the 
conductive pump pad is directly connected to the metal electrode. 
5 Claims 6-8 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kuribayashi et al. (JP 11-8065). 

Kuribayashi et al disclose in figs. 13-17 an organic EL device, comprising a 
thin film transistor (TFT) array substrate including a first insulating substrate, a TFT with 
a conductive interface pad 143 connected thereto, and a capacitor Cs formed on the 
first insulating substrate and a conductive pump pad 131 formed on the conductive 
interface pad; and an organic EL substrate including a second insulating substrate 61, a 
transparent electrode 21 , an organic EL layer 3 and a metal electrode 41 , wherein the 
conductive pump pad is directly connected to the metal electrode or with a conductive 
bonding agent 121 (as in claim 25), wherein the conductive bonding agent is anistropic 
film (ACF) (as in claim 7). 

As for claim 8, a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must 
result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order 
to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art 
structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. In a claim 
drawn to a process of making, the intended use must result in a manipulative difference 
as compared to the prior art. See In re Casey, 1 52 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1 967) and In re 
Otto. 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 9-1 1 are allowed. 

Conclusion 

7 The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 

applicant's disclosure. Yamazaki et al. US Patent No. 6.424,326 disclose (see fig. 19) 

an EL display comprising an organic EL substrate including a polymer bump 44.
